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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 has been amended to provide the antecedent bases for the "three armature 
winding" and also amended to include the subject mater of original clam 2,4. 
Objected claim 12 now has been placed in independent form by incorporation of all of 
the subject mater of original claim 1 . 

The prior art of the record fails to teach a linear motor with a sliding means comprising a 
bed of magnetic material a table of magnetic material, wherein the armature winding 
consist of three armature windings composed of coreless coil each having a 
substantially rectangular flat shape , the coils being arranged in juxtaposition in the 
lengthwise direction of movement of the table, each of the armature winding being 
connected to receive a phase of three phase current .wherein the field magnet if made 
of a permanent magnet of rare earth and has five poles for the three armature winding 
,and wherein the table fits on the bed in the lengthwise direction of movement of the 
table by virtue of a linear motion guide unit, witch is composed of track rails bed and a 
slider mounted on the bed for sliding movement.
